Socialism.

Hancock, Feb. 14.—"We cannot rec- 
ognize the Western Federation o Min- 
ers because it is socialistic 
in its 
aims and tendencies and because it is 
made up in this district largely of so- 
cialists," declared A. F. Reese of coun- 
sel for the mining companies at the 
congressional investigation this morn- 
ing. 


The 
Objects to* Question, 
statement 
was 
made in ex- 
planation oE a question asked of a 
witness to which A. W. Kerr, counsel 
for the copper mine strikers objected 
on the ground that it is a part of an 
effort to show that the strike was 
"fostered 
and 
fathered by red so- 
cialism." It was the same question 
asked of another witness 
yesterday, 
arousing similar objections. 


"Are you a member of f-- Finnish 


Socialist Society?" 
Jahn Jauhihanen, the witness, was 


told he need not answer the question. 
The witness replied, however, that he 
did not belong to the society. 
He 
thought its name was Jousi, He did 
not know its membership. 
Mr. Kerr objected to the line of 
cross examination. "At the inception 
of the strike," he said, "the mining 
companies made no claim that it was 
being conducted by 'red socialism,' 
they set-up that cry a few weeks ago 
when the other resort had been ex- 
hausted." 
"Is anything degrading in a man's 
admitting 
that 
he is a socialist?" 
asked Congressman Switzer. 
Confuses the Issue. 
"No," replied Mr. Kerr, "But these 
questions are being asked simply to 
confuse the issue." 
' 
Mr. Switzer expressed the opinion 
that if witnesses introduced belonged 
to organizations which had for their 
object the overthrow of the govern- 
ment of the United States the commit- 
tee ought to know it. Chairman Tay- 
lor agreed with him, hut 
doubted 
whether a witness could be forced to 
answer questions along this line with- 
out infringing on his rights under our 
form of government. 
Jauhihanen testified as to conditions 
in Quincy mine in which he 
had 
worked as a trammer. He said the 
ventilation was 
very poor, and the 
heat on the lower levels was inde- 
scribable. 
Further efforts of counsel for' the 
copper mine operators to establish a 
connection between the mine workers' 
strike and Jousi, the local Finnish so- 
cialistic society, proved a spirited dis- 
cussion- on the, subject of "red social- 
ism" at the congressional inquiry to- 
dfl,v * 
Attorneys for the strikers vehement- 
ly denied that-the Western Federation 
of • Miners was dominated in the cop- 
per country by radical socialists. 
.Three Finnish witnesses all strikers, 
tetified that working conditions in the 
mines were bad. 
Two of the three 
said they were not affiliated with the 
socialist organization. 
The third de- 


clined to answer the quiry.

RECOMMENDS SYSTEM OF 


TELEPHONE TOLL RATES 


ADOPTED IN MICHIGAN 


[SrECIAI, TO TIIR GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 14.—The Mich- 
igan system of telephone toll charges 
was recommended for Wisconsin by 
Lawton T. Hemans, chairman of the 
Michigan public utilities board, before 
the Wisconsin State Telephone associa- 
tion 
here this week. 
Contrary to 
Wisconsin's irregular schedule of toll 
rates, the Michigan companies, Bell 
and independent alike, base their 
rates on the air line distance, which 
reduces itself to five- eighths of a cent 
a mile, plus two and one-half cents, 
for 
every three-minute call 
This 
basis is uniform throughout the state. 
In Wisconsin there is wide divergence 
in prices as between- various com- 
panies and localities. 
At the hearing on proposed tele- 
phone standards before the railroad 
commission, some opposition 
was 
voiced to f-Rule 11, requiring publica- 
tion of toll rates in directories, the 
objection 
being 
that - competitors 
might take advantage of the knowl- 
edge of the difference, between their 
respective charges. 
With 
uniform 
rates as advised by the 
Michigan 
ommissioner, buch objections are cal- 
culated to lose their force.

Instead of calling Senator Gore to 
the witness stand when court opened 
for the third days' session of the trial 
of the $50,000 damage suit brought 
against the senator by Mrs. Minnie B 
Bond, counsel for the defense decided 
at the last moment to call out her 
witnesses in the effort to lay grounds 
for the impeachment of several of the 
plaintiff's witnesses. 
The first witness today was E. F. 
.Fisher, an Oklahoma City lawyer. 
Fisher testified that he had loaned 
T. E. Robertson, the lawyer who was 
present and witnessed the alleged at- 
tack on Mrs. Bond, $245, and when 
Robertson came back from Washing- 
ton after the alleged Gore incident he 
demanded that it be re-paid. 
Objec- 
tions by-counsel for Mrs. Bond caused 
Fisher to be excused at this point un- 
til Robertson could be recalled and 
foundation laid upon which to predi- 
cate his examination 


Deputy Sheriff Eze'll testified about 
a conversation he h.ad with Robertson 
the day before 
the 
suit was filed 
against Gore. He said Robertson told 
him: 


"I have a paper I want you to serve 
tomorrow." 
Ezell asked about it and he said 
Robertson replied: 
"Never 
mind now. You'll know 
what it is about when you see the 
headlines in the papers tomorrow. I 
want you to serve the papers on a 
man who had done me dirt. It will 
be .sweet revenge for me.".

Opening Campaign Gun. 
The speech is considered as, one of 
the opening guns in the presidential 
campaign for 1916.

One 
he .deflne'd as the "standpatter who 
believes-in a governmental arrange- 
ment whereby a few men are permit- 
ted to have their, hands in every- 
body's pockets and everybody has his 
hand in somebody's-pocket." He de- 
fined the progressive theory of govern- 
ment as one in which men "resolutely 
refrain from putting their hands In 
his neighbor's 
or 
the community's 
pocket."

Mr. Olbrich then held up in his- 
torical retrospect the history of the 
progressive movement in Wisconsin 
and showed the accomplishments of 
the 
different 
commissions. He de- 
clared that intelligent public opinion 
was the sure bulwark of democracy 
and that it was necessary for legisla- 
tures . to .provide "an administrative 
machinery.so delicately responsive to 
the popular will that there is no- loop 
hole for escape from official responsi- 
bility.'

"Another cyclelm the romantic de- 
velopment of Afcerican government 
has just begun,'? continued Mr. Ol- 
brich. "The stately plush-coated,-pow-

LAW IS UNFAIR FOR 


•SMALL CONTRACTORS 


Members of Builders' Exchange Asso- 


ciation Not-In Favor of Em- 


ployers' Liability In-

of the Janesville 
Builders' Exchange were present at 
the business meeting-of the associa 
tion held last night at the Caledonian 
rooms and plans were formulated for 
new extension 
branches for the ex 
change. After the business meeting 
O. A. Oestreich gave ah explanatorj 
lecture on the Wisconsin employers 
liability law, and the general .attitude 
of the contractors was unfavorable to 
the present enactment. 
In the reports of the various com 
mittees the chairmen and individua 
members reported that the work on 
selling the space 
at the exchange 
room was progressing rapidly and thai 
the majority of the business men o 
the city have purchased space ant 
were installing their exhibits. 
J. A 
Denning told the. members that out 
side companies 
in 
Milwaukee had 
Slven orders for room to exhibit new 
features in building work and the as 
sociation aims to obtain the best ma 
terial possible for the local room in 
the latest styles of construction and 
finishing work. Five of the contrac 
tors intimated their intentions of at 
tending the Chicago cement show ane 
soliciting business 
from the agents 
for exhibits at the Janesville exchange 
The discussion of the employers' lia- 
bility law was a matter of interest to 
:he members', the majority of whom 
expressed 
their 
disapproval of^ the 
new insurance plan. Attorney Oes- 
treich outlined the various pha ses and 
provisions of the law, 
showing the 
beneficial and detrimental features of 
the statute. Under the old system 
employers escaped all liability when 
;hey could prove that in no way was 
;he accident in which a workman was 
injured or killed due to their negli- 
gence, and the employe could collect 
no damage. 
Under the former law 
;he laborer was forced to sue to col- 
lect damages and in the larger num- 
ber of cases would have to resort to 
ong, expensive court 
procedure to 
win his case. 
Under the new Wisconsin law this 
system of liability is, entirely changed, 
so that every employer of more than 
tour men is responsible for all acci- 
dents so long as the workmen are in 
the common work and in one line of 
duty; Both the employe and employ- 
er reserve the right of entering under 
the liability law, but the industrial 
commission has provided sections pro- 
tecting those under the law i and the 
working man who 
refuses to work 
under the law can in time be forced 
to concede, as the majority of the 
employers in the factories have sub- 
mitted for mutual protection. 
According to Mr. Oestreich an em- 
ployer of more than four men auto- 
natically comes under the law, unless 
le files his decision to stay under the 
old laws. 
When a workman Is in- 
ured, if he is unable to work after 
eight days' time, he receives sixty- 
five per cent o£ his wage, and in case

ON BAGGAGE RATES 


Interstate 
Commerce Commission to 


Decide on Railroad Baggage 


Rates—Seek Graduated Rate. 


[SPECIAL 'JO TUB GAZETTE..] " 


'.Washington, Feb. 14.—Excess bag 
gage rates now operative on 69 rail 
roads in the United States'were char 
acterized as an unjust tax on com 
merce at a hearing before the Inter 
state Commerce Commission here to 
day. At present the usual rate is 
16 2-3 per cent of one passenger fare 
for every 109 pounds of excess and the 
commission was asked to enforce a 
graduated rate that should range from 
8 to 12 1-2 per cent of the passenger 
The present 
minimum charge of 25 
cents was not attacked. The National 
Baggage Committee is the petitioner, 
representing through its allied organ 
izations 35,000 
business houses and 
400,000 commercial travelers, on whom 
the 
alleged 
unfair rates fall mos' 
heavily. The Merchant's Association 
of New York, the Chicago Association 
of Commerce, 'and the St. Louis Busi- 
ness Men's League are among others 
(represented by the committee. 
Figures were cited in today's hear- 
ing to show that the railroads collect 
ed $7,173,402 last year on excess bag- 
gage and that this was not more than 
a normal return 
on the amount ol 
labor performed and the capital in- 
vested. Emphasis was given ot the 
fact hat no extra trains and but few 
extra men are necessary to handle 
baggage, as it is always carried in a 
car attached to a passenger train 
Furthermore, 50 per cent of the money 
collected is for excess weight of a 
single trunk, rather than for extra 
pieces of baggage, so that the amount 
of the extra work is very small. 
The usual amount of baggage car- 
ried without extra charge is 150 
pounds per passenger, no single piece 
to 
weigh' more 
than 250 pounds, 
though in some states the roads carry 
200 pounds without additional charge. 
In Canada no extra charge is made 
where the baggage does not weight 
more than 300 pounds. 
Until 1906 
the general rate was 12 1-2 per cent 
of one fare for every 100 pounds of 
excess, but as passenger rates were 
cut very materially about that time 
the percentage was increased accord- 
ingly. 


L. summing up before the commis- 
sion the attorneys for the complainant 
said that the railroads carry an ex- 
press package for about 50 per cent 
of what the express company receives 
for transporting it, but that they make 
a much larger profit on excess bag- 
gage for a similar service. 
For ex- 
ample the 
new 
express rates per 
100 pounds from New York to Chicago 
are $2.40, of which the railroad gets 
approximately $1.20. But for trans- 
porting 100 pounds of excess baggage 
It ; collects 
$3.9B. Similarly It gets 
$5.55 for carrying 100 pounds of ex- 
cess baggage from New York to New 
Orleans, but if the same weight were 
sent by express the railroad would get 
but $2.20 and the express company a 
like amount.

In the years that I was with the 
Forepaugh show there were perhaps 
six or seven of what were known as 
"old timers" in the business, who in 
years gone by had made fortunes and 
been famous ail over the country.

four days or a week and beg to Adam 
Forepaueh to put-.a show together and 
start them ofl -'the road again.'

When we purchase clothing we gen- 


erally buy for the wearing uufliti?8

tlie money expended. We seldom ap- 
ply the same reasoning to 
buying 
foods, though we should. 
It is oust 
as necessary, even more so, to know 
how to buy foods wisely; how to be a 
good shopper for the table as well as 
for raiment. 
From Barrow's' "Principles of Cook- 
ery" I copy the following day's ration 
for one person. Meat and fish, twelve 
to sixteen ounces; one egg; butter, 
one to two ounces; milk-, one gill to 
one prat; sugar, two to three ounces; 
dry fruits, one ounce; legumes (dried 
peas beans) one ounce; fresh vegeta- 
bles, six to eight ounces; 
potatoes, 
eight to twelve ounces; flour and 
grain twelve to sixteen ounces. 
Where there is just one pair of 
hands to do all the work in the house 
one is apt to think on scanning this 
dav's ration that one simply cannot 
do" all that is necessary to give a 
growing family the proper kind and 
amount of food daily. But the task is 
not near so monumental in its propor- 
tion as wonld seem at first glance. It 
dwindles as you take hold of xt: dwin- 
dles right down to the-way your moth- 
er used to do, and she found -time to 
do things right, as is proved by the 
healthy person you are today.

The top of the milk may be used for 
coffee or cereal if butter or other fat 
is a'dded to the soup. 
If the average family doubled their 
milk supply they would be taking a 
long stride in the right direction and 
with a trial of using it as a food they 
would be convinced of its food value 
and economy, for it is economy to use 
plenty of milk in a home where there 
are children. 


It is claimed that twenty-five cents 
a day will give one person an abun- 
dance of wholesome satisfying food; 
that life can be sustained on half that 
amount and that twice that amount 
will not nourish more completely if it 
does provide luxuries and foods out 
of season. 


The personal opinion of any one per- 
son is not given in the above; it has 
been taken from a table of foods and 
their costs. But of one thing we can 
all be certain. This amount will 
never suffice unless we women learn 
how to buv unless we go often to the 
market'and see the bargains that gro- 
ceries have as well as other stores.

This need not be the ex- 
pensive food we make it. as cheap 
meat is also nourishing.
